Bro. Breckenridgt war tne oniyion 
of John and 'Elizabeth Willoughby 
Breckenridge He was xm in Wythe 
county, Virginia, June 6 1787 His 
father, John Breckenridge, was the son 
of James Breckenridge. whose father 
was Robert Breckenridge, whr came *.o 
Augusta county, Virginia, it. 1723 from 
the- northern part of Ireland inure 
diately, but originally Scotland Af .et 
the restoration of Charles the Second 
thdv were hotly persecuted in Ayie 
shire, their original seat, and.being 
driven out from thence spfrt a half 
century in the highlands of Braedal 
bane, and- from thence taf.ithe north 
part of Ireland, where Ufey spent an 
other half century, and from *nen< 
to Augusta county, Virginia 

John Breckenridge. the fathei it , 
subject of this sketch lived fror ! 
Augusta county to Wythe county, Vi I 
ginia, in 1786 and from thence to Paris 1 
Kentucky, in 1790. • Then to Caneridge, i 
eight miles east yf Paris, where George 
married and lived a successful larmei 
until the crash of the eaPly forties. He 
then, becoming financially embarrassed, 
sold out his farm and came to Wash 
ington county in 1848, settling one mile 
south of Willisburg, where he resided 
until the time of hiB death, which oc 
curred May 23, 1859, and was interred 
by the citizens in the old family bur 
ing ground on his farm. 

On the 24 of the following June hoc ; 
ert Morris, then Grand Master of-Ken 
tucky, convened the Grand Lodge ana 
performed the solemn rites of the Or ] 
der over his remains, and at the annu* 
communication ot the GrVd Lodge 
spoke thus of the illustrious dead 

“The Grand Lodge of Kentucky .s 
called upon this year to mourn the 
death of one whose knowledge, fidelity 
and skill have helped to render this j 
body useful at home and illustrious 
abroad.” 

I know nothing personally it Brc 
Breckenridge, but find by the records 
of the Grand Lodge that he was electsd ; 
Senior Grand Warden in 1837 Deputy 
Grand Master in 1838, and Grhnd Mas i 
ter in 1839, and.as such laid the cornei 
stone of the Grand Lodge ir Lexington j 
on July 3, 1840

Milk with clean 
j hands and never wit the tents with 
i milk. Don't smoke -while milkiug. 
Any strong odor tabits inJik. especially 
! wlien it is warm. 

| Your stables must be clean, your 
separator and separator house must 
Ik* doubly so. Never store anything in 
the separator bouse that -will taint 
the. milk iiud cream. Have the house 
insect proof and create a draft through 
it. Separate your milk Immediately 
after milking and keep jt warm until 
separated. t 

Never keep ndlk over from one 
milking to another, as it iias to be 
-cooled and then warmed again before 
separating, akid tjiis deteriorates tiie 
quality of the cream. Never mix the hot 
cream with the coltL Do uot mix until 
both are of the same temperature. 
Cool your cream after separating to at 
least GO degrees. Lh cool weather, of 
course, this is easy. 

Iu the hot months set' your cream 
cau in a tu’* partjy full of cold water 
'while separating. After finishing wrap 
double barley sucks around the cau, 
wet. them thoroughly and set in a 
draft. Pour, cold d-ater on the sacks 
-once or twice. . 

Never cover n cream cau with a tight j 
lid. Hse a- clean damp cloth or fine i 
screeu. Don't keep cream too long. : 
Forty-eight hours is long enough. 

Separate a high grade of cream, say 
35 to 40 iter cent. This keeps better, i 
makes better bptter and leaves you 1 
more skitu mijk. 

To sum up, says a writer in Kim- 
1 mi IPs Itnlry Farmer, be clean, separate 
a heavy grade of cream, never mix the 
warm with the cold, keep your cream 
cool and wcjl aired, aud your cream- 
eryman Will bless you.
